Neighbors 
Save Two 
From Blaze 


By ROY THORSEN 

Heroie rescue efforts 
mother, father and neighbors 
marked the spectacular Saanich 
fire that destroyed a home at 
545 Agnes Street in Saanich 
around 4.30 this morning and 
took the lives of four persons, 

Mrs. Anne Reid, 33-year-old 
mother, was burned to death in 
her courageous effort to’ save 
her three children who perished 
in the fiames. 

The dead children are Jackie, 
aged four; Brian, three, and 
Sharon, one year old today. 

The father, Raymond Reid, 35, 
air force veteran and electrician 
at H.M.C. Dockyard, and two 
daughters, nine-year-old Marlene, 
arid Janice, aged six, survived 
after a narrow escape in the 
flame-ravaged home. 

House is situated on a hill on 
Agnes, about 200 yards from 
Glanford Avenue. 

Mr. Reid is in Jubilee Hospital 
recovering from shock, cuts and 
burns, the result of his attempts 
to rescue his family in the 
flaming inferno. He is not 
seriously injured. 

The surviving daughters are 
being taken care of by Mrs. 
Dorothy Campbell, next door 
neighbor. 

The two girls suffered only 

ht burns, but their exposed 
and sleeping attire were

seorched and smoke-blackened. 


MOTHER'S HEROIC ATTEMPT 


According to evidence on the 
scene, the mother, although ter- 
ribly burned, was trying to get 
her three children out of the 
house when she was overcome. 


The dead children were all in 
the same small bedroom, the 
baby in a crib and her brothers 
in a bed. 

The alarm for the fire rang in 
the Saanich Fire Department at 
4.55. When firemen left the 
Douglas Street hall they could 
see flames shooting high into the 
alr. 

The one-story frame building 
with a basement was a mass of 
fiames when firemen, led . by 
Deputy Fire Chief Glen Robbins 
and Capt. Hector McNeill ar- 
rived with their crews. 

The father and neighbors who 
flocked to the scene to lend a 
hand resulted in the two older 
girls being rescued, They were 
in bed in a separate room. 

Marlene and Janice had run 
into the smal! bathroom and shut 
the door to escape the fire. 

The father, awakened by t 
screams of “Fire! Fire!” by Sas 
of the girls, was confronted with 
a wall of flames and could do 
hothing to save his family from 
the inside.

Military Help For Indo-China 
‘Must Be Big Enough To-Do Job

THE American decision to send military 

as well as economic aid to French 
Indo-China indicates the U.S. government

“in the present situation of Europe the 
supreme authority must remain in the 
hands of the allied powers,” Dr. Adenauer 
s acting on the asstimption that the 
allies can no longer exercise supreme 
authority without consulting him and 
indeed without his consent.

(THE political upheaval in Turkey, re- 

sulting in the defeat of the long 
dominant People’s Party by the co-oper- 
atively new Democratic Party, is another 
landmark in that ancient country’s mod- 
ernization which began under the late 
Kemal Ataturk a bare generation ago. 

The,.development..may. be: interpreted 
more “as “natural evolution than ase 
specific rebuke to the past political con 
trol. The time had come for a change 
from the one-party system and the voters 
provided that change. 

It was in 1921, at a critical moment 
in the Greco-Turkish war, that the Tyrk- 
ish National Assembly gave Kemal—fa- 
mous soldier and commander-in-chief of 
the country’s forces—the powers of dic 
tator. He already had made a great 
name for himself, having among other 
things been responsible for the failure 
of the allied forces to capture the Galll- 
poli Peninsula in the First World War. 

Having beaten the Greeks and re 
gained Thrace, he turned his attention 
to consolidating his political position. He 
persuaded the National Assembly to abol- 
ish the Sultanate, Then he toured the 
country and formed the People’s Party, 
after which he again persuaded the Na- 
tional Assembly to declare the country a 
republic and name him as president. 

Kemal Ataturk then was indisputably 
the big boss 

Despite his toughness and his many 
faults, Ataturk was greatly beloved by 
the rank-and-file his people. I was 
in Istanbul when he died in 1938, and 
that great metropolis was hushed and in 
tears. 

The People’s Party naturally con 
tinued in power after Ataturk's death. 
However, it ‘wasn't in the cards that a 
single party—which was in effect a dic- 
tatorship—should continue indefinitely.

The fish oil bait is now being 
put up in packages of convenient 
size for the home gardener by 
a local firm. Because freshness 
is of prime importance, each mix 
is only sufficient to cover sales 
for two weeks.

The B.C. Labor . Relations 
Board claims its procedure re- 
duced time-loss through strikes 
in industry last year to the lowest 
figure since 1945. 

There were eight strikes in 
1949 involving 15 empleyers and 
625 eraployees, the board recalls 
in its anual report now avail- 
able. 


These strikes caused a time- 
loss of 14,772 man-days. 

Losses from strikes commen- 
cing in 1948, but terminated in 
the following year, brought - the 
man-day loss to 15,592.

Located at the crossroads of 
the Algoma Centraleand Cana- 
dian National Railways, 1,650 
miles north of Toronto, Hearst 
is the logical gathering place 
for district lumberjacks out on 
sprees. Its closest neighbors are
